The Adams Expres: Co.’s Rupture With the 
Reading Road.

New Yoru, February 20.—The rupture to the 
relations which have existéd between the Phil- 
adelphia & Reading Rajlroad Co. and the 
Adams Express Co. is a result of several com- 
plications, When the Adams people bought 
out the Reading’s express business about two 
years ago a five-year contract was made, un- 
der which the Adams was to control ail the 
express business of the Reading lines. It was 
mot long, however, before the United 
States Express Co. began shipping express 


matter from New York to ney Side, N. J., via 
the New Jersey Southern Railroad and thence 
By Seat a stance of fifty miles to Philadel. 
P la. After a time, however, the United 

tates Co. began to ship via the Boundbrook 
route in sealed freight cars. All protesta- 
tions on the part ot the Adams people were 
unavailing. vlog 8 their accounts 
before President rbin, showing him that 
the 7 company was losing m $10,000 
to „000 per month on its Read- 
ing business and asked for a 
sufficient reduction of the amount to be paid 
to the railroad company for transportation to 
make it profitable for the express company to 
handle ite business. They also wanted the

**special freight’’ for the United States Co. 
The dispute lasted for some time and finally 
the Adams Co. threw up its contract with the 
Reading Railroad in disgust. It had paid 32, 
000,000 for the Reading’s express busi 
ness but the trial proved unsuccessful, 
unaided as it was by the Reading. To-day the 
Adams Co. begins shipping over the Pennsy!l- 
vania line exclusively. It claims that it can 
thus reach evtry important point that it could 
over the Reading. As the express business on 
the Reading line now taken by the United 
States Co. is of considerable moment, it is not 
unlikely that the war which it was thought 
had ended when the Adams made its contract 
withthe Reading, may begin afresh notwith- 
standing an agreement to maintain rates was 
effected Letween the various companies only 
afew weeks ago.

OTHER DISAPPEARANCES. 


Famous Cases That Have Excited St. Louis 
in Days Gone By. 


Some years ago the disappearance of girls 
from their homes, Which is now so common, 
was very rare. Most of the girls who now 
leave their homes are found in disreputa- 
dle houses, but this is by no means the inva- 
riable rule. Some get huffed over some action 


of their parents and go away and work to sup- 
port themselves. The most trifling causes at 
times cause girls to leave their homes. 
Although so many cases of the disappearance 
of giris have been reported to the police 
within the past few years, few of them have 
attracted mucb attention. The first of these 
cases of mysterious disappearance to excite

Sensation in the Indiana Senate. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., February 20.—In the

Secret. Room How the Sugar Was Re-

New Tonk, February 20. Curious people 
have been seeking to enter the factory ot the 
Electric Sugar Co. in Brooklyn for months, 
but armed men have stood guard night and 
day and no one fs allowed to enter. The 
factory is a most remarkable structure. It is 
@ five-story brick building, originally in- 
tended as a Warehouse, and was rented by the 
Eléctric Sugar Co. at the earnest request of 
Prof. Friend. The three lower floors 
Were open to the directors and stock- 
holders of the company, bat the two 
upper floors were guarded with a vigilance 
that was simply extraordinary. Not even the 
President of the company could visit them, 
and until exposure came no one Was supposed 
to have passed the firstof the big doors ex- 
cepting Prof. Friend, his wife and Mr. How- 
ard. The firet floor is now filled with the 
original boxes in which Friend’s sugar was 
shipped into the factory, and hundreds of 
bags of raw sugar which he was supposed to 
have electrified into finest quality 
of refined sugar, but which he 
simply hid away, are piled up here. 
The second floor of the factory contained the 
paper-room, where the blue paper which was 
to line the bagels when filled with sugar was 
kept. 

The third floor ended the territory which the 
company was allowed to visit. Here it was 
thatall the ‘‘demonstrations’’ were made. 
Above the third floor was an impenetrabie 
mystery to the company. When the sugar 
was pouring through the awe-stricken stock- 
holders would hear rumbies and noises on the 
floors above, but they were only told that this 
was made by the secret machinery. From 
the third floor to the fifth one passes 
through door after door of iron and 
oak studded with thick nalis and strong 


enough to resist an invading army. There is 
a door at the foot of the stairway leading from 
the third tothe fourth floor, and beside ita 
bell which the directors of the company had to 
pull when they wanted to see Friend or How- 
ard. At the end of the stairs was a massive 
door, after which, when passed, there was 
still a third door which was even stronger then 
the othertwo. After passing through these 
doors the first of the secret rooms is reached. 
THE SECKET ROOMS. 

One whole side is mied with seven 80 
called granulators. They are simply enor- 
mous sieves, one above the other, three in 
each tier, Much sbafting and machinery is 
visible «un this floor and ali of the very bighest 
quality. But it was the fifth and top floor that 

riend used as bis holiestand holy. The floor 
ie divided into three compartwents. One was 
used for Friends private office, and the third 
was the secret room. Friend's office was ele- 
gantly fitted up. The secret room iteelf isa 
curiosity. It took the company three weeks 
to break into the room after the exposure, and 
then they selected the weakest spot and came 
down from above. There were two doors to 
this room, each about two feet thick, lined on 
the outside with two thicknesses of sheet iron, 
— ially hammered and prepared for 

riend. Inside this come great blocks 
of knarled oak laid so that the grain of no two 
blocks run in the same direction. Then came 
transverse bars of iron, then more wood and 
then another toick sheet oftron. Next to this 
iron was more oak, then on the inside 
fron sheetings. The whole mass was bound 
together by bolts as thiel as one’s wrist and 
the front of the door was all studded with iron 
nails which looked like spikes. Along the 
sides of the secret room were long tables cov- 
ered with zinc. The tables were used to break 
the sugar on. In the center of the room was a 
large quartz crusher. The sugar was throwa 
Into this and crushed. It passed through to 
the floor below, where itftwas sifted tn the gran 
ulators and dropped into the tubes, whence it 
rushed to the stockholders whenever there 
was a demonstration. The raw sugar was 
never used at all. Friend evidently intended 
to get rid of it by washing it through pipes into 
the river, just as be had done at his home 
months before. It Was proudly pointed out to 
unbelievers that when Friend got raw sugar the 
refined product corresponded in weight ex- 
actly with what was given him. A nice littie 
pair of scales standing at the door of the 
secret room showed how this marvel was 
worked. Friend simply weighed the raw and 
the refined and knew to an ounce how much 
he had to shoot down to his victims below. 

The factory has five engines, two dyuamos 
to furnish electric light, two boilers, two 
4 and one large injector.

LITT LE JOHN KYAN’S DEATH. 


The Coroner Investigating the Mystery With 
Little Success. 


An inquest was started at 3 o’clock this 
afternoon on the body of John 
Ryan, the 9%-year-old boy who died 
at the City Hospital yesterday from in- 
juries received on the 12th inst. On that day 
his mother, who is a washerwoman and is ab- 
sent from home during the day, left the boy 
in Michael Melnernev's sdioon, 111 South 
Tenth street, having first obtained the per- 
mission of the proprietor to leave him 
there. While the boy was in the place warm- 


ing himself it is alleged he was knocke4 down 
by a colored man named Noah Anderson, In 
falling the boy struck his mouth against the 
end of a bux close by and he was caught in the 
abdomen by the bandle of ashovel. The boy 
left the saloon crying and groaning with pain 
and went to his sister, Maggie Ryan, who was 
ln their apartments in the same wit 

the saloon. She rubbed him with coal 
oil and put him to bed. No 
physician was calied, however, ana last Mon- 


day he had grown so bad that he was sent to 


the City Hospital, his mother not having the 
means to keep him at home and give bim 
proper medical attention and care. He was 
only half conscious when ar- 
rived at the hospital, and was scarce 
able to epeak and not able to answer ques- 
tions. At times he was delirious. Hie o- 
men was distended, his right thigh considera- 
bly swollen and the leg shortened, but there 
was no fracture or disiocation. He cried con- 
stantly with pain and died yesterday. Dr. 
Dalton said that he could not state t ca 
of death without a post-mortem examination. 
Anderson was arrested last evening, and de- 
nied being in the saloon the evening the boy 
is said to have met with his Injuries, and 
claimed he had never touched the boy. Other 
witnesses, however, allege that they saw him 
shove overthe boy. Even if convicted of kill- 
ing the Boy it would be merely a case of man- 
slaughter, as there was no intention to take 
the boy’s life.

The Supreme Court of the State 
decided, in the case of State to the 
relation of Dillion, that the General 
Assembly has made no provision for the con- 
test in the courts of the right to the office of 
Mayor of the Citv of St. Louis, and the words 
‘eounty offices’ in Revised Statutes, section 
5,528, which provides that the several Circuit 
Courts shall have jurisdiction in cases of con- 
tested elections for county offices, were held 
not to imelude or apply to a contest of 
the office of Mayor of the City of St. 
Louis. or any other city office. The 
Supreme Court also held in the case of State 
to the relation of Ewing vs. Francis, that 
a quo warranto proceeding is got a contested 


election case within the meaning of the con- 
stitution, and ballots cannot be ins 
therein. Asaresult of these decisions it fol- 
lows that there could be no examination of 
any error or fraud committed at an election 
for city offices In St. Louis. When it is con- 
sidered that the disbursments of the city 
government areannually nearly $6,000,000, it 
will be understood what great efforts will be 
made by unscrupulous men to obiain the prize 
an election certificate gives under such cir- 
cumstances. The amendment proposed will 
apply the law inforee all over the State to 
St. Louis and go no further. As thjespring clec- 
tion will be held in April, itis apparent that 
the emergency clause should be passed. Any 
party which gains an election by the use of 
fraud may benefit its nominees temporarily 
but will destroy iteeif.’’

A HUMILIATING SPECTACLE. 

The question is brought prominently to 
citizens of St. Louis whether the law 
plaving the appointment of the Police 
Commissioners in the hands of the Gov- 
ernor of the State does not put the city in 
far worse condition than having the 
officers elective. 

By this law the city is deprived of the 
right of local self-government in respect, 
to police regulations and is given no com- 
pensation. The Police Board is not even 
taken out of politics, but is rather plunged 
deeper into politics by rendering it a State 
as well as a local party machine and by 
making it possible for it to be degraded to 
the position of a personal machine. 

There is at present absolutely no check 
on the will of the Governor. Gov. CRIT- 
TENDEN avoided the check supposed to 
be placed on him by the law itself and 
through the necessity of securing the con- 
sent of the Senate by the disgraceful 
blank resignation system. Gov. FRANCIS 
has proved that the Governor in this mat- 
ter is above the law. The only pro- 
vision of the law placing a check 
on his action he has defiantly dis- 
regarded, and the State Senators 
have humbly approved his orders. The 
humiliating spectacle is presented to the 
citizens of St. Louis of the Governor 
openly violating the law and the State 
Senate obsequiously cringing to his nod 
and indorsing and affirming his action 
without hesitation or question. 

If ever St. Louis and the State of Mis- 
souri needed independent men or an inde- 
pendent organization of citizens to test 
the law and to see that State and city 
officials do not make a shuttlecock of laws

Pres- 
ident Allen was at that time in Massachusetts, 
but a day or two after Mayor Fran- 
cis’ departure Mr. Allen walked in 
to the office signed the bill 
and made it a law retarding the financial ar- 
rangements for the Merchants’ Bridge project 
considerably. Mayor Francis protested 
against this assumption of mayoral rights by 
an acting Mayor, but President Allen held 
that, as he r the charter, he had a 
right to dispose of all the business — up 
during his term in the Executive Chair, how 
ever brief.

BROGAN’S BUTCHERY. 


A Laborer Murders His Wife and Two Chil- 
dren and Suicides. 


Journal's Ashiana (Wis.) special says: One of 
the most atrocious murders and suicides that 
has been reported for some time occurred at 
Upson, inthis county, this morning. A la- 
borer named Joseph Brogan killed 
his wife and two i children, aged 
5 and 7 # years respectively, and 
then committed suicide with a duli razor, at 
7:30 this morning. Brogan drank heavily and 
had a heated quarrel with his wife this morn- 
ing. She protested because he spent all of his 
earnings for whisky. The couple quarreled 
frequently and nothing was thought of it.

The 
little boys awoke from sleep and were both 
horribly cut * the raving father. 
He started for the rand cut his own throat, 
his body falling —- and barring the open- 
ing of the door. e was about years of 
age, and had no particular business. When 
the neighbors broke in it was a horrible sight. 
The single room of the house was literally 
covered with biood. The bodies of the vie- 
tims and murderer were still warm, but all 
were dead. The affair has thrown the little 
village into an uproar.

WANTED TO GO HOME, 


Convict Thomas Grvnut'’s Attempt to Escape 
From Sing Sing. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisratTcu. 

New York, February 2.—Thomas Grant, a 
convict in the Sing Sing Prison, made a break 
for liberty on Monday afternoon. He was 
sent to prison on June 22, 1886, for grand liar- 
ceny for four and a half years. His commuta- 
tion of sentence for good behavior left him 
but seven months to serve and he had been 
transferred with otner short time prisoners to 


the former woman's prison on the 
hillside across the road from the 
main bullding. There are bigger and 
better cells over there and itis considered a 
favor to be transferred there, out because 
these inmates have to be marched back and 
forth without being within strong walis, on) 
those are sentthere by the Warden who hay 
records for good bebavior and whose terms 
are nearly out. The line of nearly one hundred 
men was ling down the steps land across the 
read in lockstep at the dinner hour, when 
Grant broke 1 from his comrades end 
sprang down the bill. Henry Winant was the 
keeper incharce. Winant drew his pistol and 
fired at the fiecing convict, and a guard in 
front of the Warden’s office also fired a shot’ 
Neither hit bim. The rest of the prisoners 
were hurried on, the alarm was given, and 
Principal Keeper Connaught had balf a dozen 
men in chase in a few seconds. Grant bad 
made good use of his time and was out of 
sight down the raliroad track. Two iads 
named Hammond, of the neighborhood, saw 
him walking along the tracks half a mile 
south from the prison. They recognized the 
prisonistripes, but as some men are allowed 
to g° about outside the walls unattended on 
prison errands, they did not at first suspect 
that he was attempting to escape. 

*. guess he is after the cows,’’ one of them 
said. 

Just then Grant broke Into a run. 

„No, he has escaped !’’ they cried. 

Everybody within miles of tne prison knows 
that there is a $50 reward for the recapture of 
a prisoner. Inafew minutes the two lads 
overtook the fugitive and attempted to head 
him off. With a knife in one hand and a stone 
in the other, Grant made a dash at them. 

Get away, hecried, or I will cut you.“ 

The youngsters were game, however, and 
although they did not dare to grapple with 
the convict, they kept near him and in front 
of him sufliciently to impede nis flight and 
enable the pursuing chee ot to come up to 
him. When they arrived Grant gave up with- 
outafight. The knife had come from the 
shoe shop. 

An hour ago, said Keeper Connaughton 
to him when he was brought back, you had 
but seven months to stay bere; now you have 
fourteen months and eight days to serve. 
Why did you try to get away?’’

MISSOUR’S FINANCES. 


THE DIFFICULT PROBLFM THE LEGISLAT 
URE 18 TRYING TO SOLVE, 


Expenditures Greatly in Excess of Antici- 
pated Revenue—The Appropriations— 
The Solutions Offered in Various Measures 
Mere Revenue Needed—The Elevated 
Railroad Act—State Weather Service— 
Jefferson City News. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-DisPaton. 

JErrensow City, Mo., February 19.—One of 
the most difficult problems which the State 
General Assembly has to grapple with this 
session is the question of how to make an es- 
timated revenue of $3,500,000 forthe next two 
years cover an estimated expenditure of $3,- 
700,000. The last named sum is given dy Mr. 
Duna of Lincoln County, Acting Chairman of 
the House Committee on Appro- 
priations, as absolutely necessary to 
meet the current expenses of running 
the State Government. The question is a very 
serious one, not only for this, but for the next 
Legisiature also, for the reason that under the 
present system of assessment and taxation of 
property for State revenue purposes, the same 
discrepancy between the receipts and e- 
penditares will exist two years from now. 

Two years ago the Legisiature appropri- 
ated $4,500,000, and there was in the State 
treasury at that time $600.00 which could be 
applied on the appropriation. There is in 
the State Treasury now, to the credit of the 
revenue fund, some $16,000. Ex-State Auditor 
Walker estimates the revenue receipts for the 
ensuing year at $3,500,000; but Auditor Siebert 
estimates it at $300,000 less, or $3,500,000. As 
stated above, Mr. Dunn says $3,700,000 is 
absolutely necessary to meet the eK 
penditures of the State Government 
asagainst $4,500,000 required two years ago. 
As Will be seen from these ‘figures Mr. Dunn 
can safely count on $3,600,000, the mean be- 
tween the estimates of revenue receipts made 
by the ex-Auditor and Auditor J. M. Siebert. 
If the Legisiature should appropriate $3,700, 000

MECHANICS’. EXCHANGE NEWS. 


A General Meeting Monday—Important 
Decision to Mechanics. 


A general meeting of the members of the 
Mechanics’ Exchange will be held Monday to 
discuss the recent convention of the National 
Builders’ Association at Philadelphia and also 
to consider two amendments to the lien laws 
now pending before the State Legislature. 
These amendments will doubtless receive the 
indorsement of the Exchange and a commit- 
tee will likely be appointed to go to Jefferson 
City and advocate their passage. One of 
these amencments is an act providing 


an additional method of serving notices per- 
taining to a mechbanic’s lien in case of non- 
resident owners, and when a von- resident 
owner absconds or absents himself, by Ming 
the same in the office of the Recorder of 
Deeds; prescribing fees for filing same, and 
for certified copie thereof, and providin 
that such certified copies be received as evi- 
dence, and that Recorder’s fees shall be taxed 
as costs. The other amendment is to add on 
to section No. 3190, article No. l and chapter 
No. 47, the sentence: ‘‘Such notices may be 
served in like manner as write of summons 
in civil cases and service thereof may 
be made by any person who would be a com- 
petent witness. If the person making such 
service be an officer authorized to serve such 
processs, his return of service of such notice 
shall have like effect as upon writs or sum- 
mons.

»The intellectual part of draw poker,“ said 
a veteran player, is comprised inthe wide 
range of calculation on the possible strength 
of your opponent’s hand based on the number 
of ecards that he draws.

This inference 
naturally led the opponent to believe that 
he only had to combat the probability of a 
flush ora straight being filled on the draw. 
The fact was that the man who laid down the 
card did not break a pa at all, but still held 
four of akindin his hand, and adopted this 
method of leading his opponent to believe 
that he was playing a desperate game

Rather Strained Relations Between the 
Champion and the Ex-Champiocon. 


A New York dispatch says: The recent 
charge in a San Francisco paper that the com- 
ing race between Gaudaurand O’Connor was 
inthe natu of a pre-arranged result has 
made a great dest of comment in boating cir- 
cies here, yet there are many prominent boat- 
ing men who cannot believe that either 
O’Connor or Gaudaur would lend bimself to 


any dishonest transaction when it is under- 
stood that the winner of the coming event is 
to go to Australia. It is believed that 
Edward Hanian is now on his way 
back from Australia in no very happy 
frame of mind because of his numerous de- 
feats abroad and the inconsiderate manner in 
which his fellow-oarsmen in America have re- 
ceived his offers and propositions regarding 
matches in Australia. The story goes that 
Hanlan, failing in his own efforts against Aus 
tralian oarsmen, wrote to O'Connor of 
Toronto and Rogers, his backer, suggest- 
ing that there was a grand fleid inthe anti- 
podes for his townsman, and offering to do 
what he could to further O’Connor's interests 
and make matches for him. O'Connor took 
no notice of Hanlan’s offers, and he and 
Rogers decided to have nothing to do with the 
ex-champion, but to paddle their own canoe. 
Hanlon, much offended, thereupon made a 
match with Searle for John Teemer,to be 
rowed next April, and found backing for the 
Pittsburg man. The first deposit of $500 was 
made for Teemer by one of Hanlan’s Austra- 
lian friends, under the supposition that 
Teemer would jump at the chance of a match 
for the championship of the world.

as one who had talked about her. She 
worked for me at tue Children’s Hos- 
ay and was an excellent servant. 
he left there two years ago and since then I 
have not seen her nor did Iknow where she 
was. Ihave never spoken of her and I can- 
not imagine what has put the notion in her 
head thatI have. Whenshe was at the Chil- 
dren’s Hospital she was somewhat peculiar, 
butI never thought tnere was anything the 
matter with her mind, and as for witchcraft I 
never heard of the charge. until Isaw by the 
paper that it was the subject of rumor. Maria 
had some peculiar ways. She would pass her 
band over things, but it was only a sort of 
habit with her, not an attempt to put spells on 
people or things. She would sometimes get 
moody and fortwo or three days sne would 
speak to no one, butI humored her and al- 
ways tried to get along with ber the best I 
could, Lean readily see just how stories of 
witchcraft might be started by anyone who 
wanted to start them, for Maria’s little pecu- 
liarities miaht be magnified and myste 
thrown about them if anyone was foolis 
enough to believe in such nonsense. *’
